Choice of Book* null l'erio*cl«l». 
l-'ew persons, one would suppoac, can be 


ignorant of the evil and corrupting tendency 
of vicious companions, especially to the 
young; and a bad book or paper is of the 
same nature and effect as a vicious com- 
panion. The world is full of books, papers, 
Mil periodicals. 
Many of them good—oth. 


ers of a worthless or indifferent character 
and not a few others of a most pernicious 
and ruinous tendency. 
It is hence as much 


the duty of a parent or guardian to protect 
the young and inexperienced from mischie- 
vous and vicious publications as from evil 
personal associates. But it is to IK feared 
that this duty is widely neglected. In the 
exuberance of our national freedom, and the 
supposed advantages of free discussion, the 
youthful micd is left to its own choice of 
literary matter—and the result is as might 
be expected, often to be deplored. 


The love of reading, like other tendencies 


of our social nature, is an excellent thing in 
itself—but, like them, it needs to be at first 
carefully guided, perhaps often, restrained ; 
and the parent who attends to this duty 
will find himself amply rewarded, while its 
neglect is liable to bring danger, mortifica- 
tion and ruin. 


There is a great deal of newspaper and 


magazine matter that is little if any better 
than poison to the youthful mind; exciting 
the fancy, perverting the morals, and cor- 
rupting the heart. We shall try hard to 
keep this sort of "literature" out of our 
columns, and to fill them with what will 
tend to improve and not injure the minds 
and morals nf our youthful readers—for we 
have an idea that the press and they who 
control it have no small share of responsi- 
bility in this matter. 


A BRIDGE TO BROOKLYN.—Sir. Samuel 


C. Nowlan a Civil Engineer, has executed a 
plan for bridging the East river between 
this city and Brooklyn. 
He proposes to 


form a company with a capital of six mil- 
lions of dollars, and that this company shall 
undertake the building of the Bridge, the 
length of which will be 2,500 feet. It will 
rest on five arches, the span of which will be 
600 feet, and the height two hundred feet 
above high water mark. Each arch will 
rest on traverse arches ot 50 ieet each, giv- 
ing a roadway of 100 feet for forming a 
double track for cars, and a public road for 
wagons and other conveyances. This Bridge 
it is guaranteed will pay its expense, which 
will be §6,000,000, from therein of the 
stores erected for constructing the grade for 
passing up the Bridge, and as these stores 
are built on a collonade of cast iron pillars 
rising 25 feet above South street, they are 
so constructed as not to interfere with one 
inch of private or public property. 
The 


Bridge is to be raised on columns of granite 
each of whose base will measure 35 feet 
length on its greatest axis, and 20 feet on 
the traverse axis. The form of the pier is 
that of a hectagon with an angle of 35 de-

offices—the orators making a few remarks, 
importing that the rich men of that locality 
have got a great deal of money locked up 
in vaults there, which ought to be now in 
circulation, giving work and food to the 
unemployed. 


Day after day, these ragged foreigners
